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Scope of Fisheries to be Demonstrated 
at Meeting in Washington 


OOK to the sea for your diet, will be the keynote of a 

dinner being given by the Fishery Advisory Committee 

of the Department of Commerce in the Mayflower Hotel, 
Washington, D. C., on January 21. 

Through the cooperation of the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries, 
the guests will have an opportunity of enjoying the typical 
products of the United States Fisheries. 

Only fish will be served, but according to the technologists 
of the Bureau of Fisheries, a balanced meal will be assured 
since fish contain: vitamins—for growth and maintenance of 
general well being; minerals in quantity and variety—for 
proper functioning of the body; fats—for energy, and proteins 
for building muscles and other body tissues. 

“Science plays an ever increasing part in bringing fresh fish 
products to American homes,” said Charles L. Jackson, Deputy 
Commissioner of the Bureau of Fisheries, in announcing plans 
for a demonstration of the scientific work of the Bureau. 

Fishery Advisory Committee is a subcommittee of the Busi- 
ness Advisory Council, consisting of representatives of the 
fishery industry appointed to advise the Department of Com- 
merce on the extensive program of the United States Bureau 
of Fisheries. | Members and friends will devote a full day 
to the demonstrations now being arranged. 

Fishing Gear 

Few people realize the far flung areas in which our commer- 
cial fishermen work or the great variety of species in the 
catch. Our harvest of seafood varies from the jumbo halibut, 
taken by hook in the Northern Pacific, to the periwinkle, a 
little shellfish picked by hand off the rocks of the New Eng- 
land coast. Between these two, our fishermen take upwards 
of 190 different species of seafood, so it is not strange that 
almost every known type of fishing gear is used in this coun- 
try. All of this gear will be described and its work explained. 


Oyster Farming 

Another subject to be presented will deal with oysters. Pro- 
gressive oystermen no longer depend upon harvesting their 
crop from public beds. Instead, they farm the waters just 
as land farmers have for centuries tilled the soil. In order 
that this water farming may: be successful, however, and that 
the greatest possible yield per acre of bottom may be ob- 
tained, the proper methods of cultivation must be discovered 
and put into practice. On that account the oyster work of 





the Bureau of Fisheries during the past twelve years has been 
concerned almost exclusively with developing methods of cul- 
tivating oysters of fine quality and of obtaining the greatest 
possible yield per acre of bottom. 
Canned Fish 

Canning is one of the most recently developed methods of 
preserving food, for it is only a little over 100 years old. Our 
present-day method of living would be impossible without pre- 
served foods. Of all the methods of preserving foods, canning 
is one of the most important commercially, and fish is no ex- 
ception to this rule, as will be pointed out in a paper that will 
discuss problems and possibilities of the more extensive can- 
ning of fish. 

Atlantic Coast Shad 

How to rejuvenate the shad industry has become one of the 
most pressing fishery problems on the Atlantic Coast. To 
solve this problem the Bureau of Fisheries has recently estab- 
lished headquarters at the University of Maryland and at 
Charleston, South Carolina. The Bureau will make observa- 
tions also at many other points along the coast, and proposes 
to apply modern scientific methods of fishery management 
that have been developed during recent years.. Such methods 
have already been applied successfully in the conservation of 
the salmon fishery in Alaska and of the Pacific halibut. The 
cost of the basic scientific investigations is slight compared 
with the potential profit at stake. This is an example of 
the constructive work of the Bureau of Fisheries. 


Object of Meeting 

The day’s program, including talks, demonstrations, and 
displays will bring forcibly to the attention of Government 
bodies the importance of fishery products, their value to the 
Nation, and the needs of the industry and allied lines. 

Guests at the dinner will include Hon. Daniel C. Roper, 
Secretary of Commerce; Hon. Frank T. Bell, Commissioner of 
the Bureau of Fisheries; prominent Government officials, Sen- 
ators, Congressmen and members of the industry. 

The Fishery Advisory Committee, as a part of the Business 
Advisory Council for the Department of Commerce, has be- 
come an important factor in the formulation of policies af- 
fecting the fisheries. Gardner Poole is chairman of the Com- 
mittee, ably supported by six regional committees whose chair- 
men are members of an Executive Committee. 





Fishery Market News Service 
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To be Inaugurated in New York by Bureau of Fisheries 


NE of the obstacles which has often hindered scientific 
business transactions in the fishing industry has been 
lack of sufficient market information. Many deals have 
been, of necessity, mere gambles. 

To remedy this situation, the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries is 
about to inaugurate a market news service for fishery products. 

This program, which will in time be extended to all import- 
ant producing and distributing centers, will have its inception 
in New York City, and will be conducted by the Fishery Mar- 
ket News Service, of which William H. Dumont will have 
charge. 

A simiiar service, provided by the Federal Government for 
agricultural commodities, has become very popular, and since 
the problems of marketing seafoods are not unlike those of 
land foods, it is the belief of the Bureau that the fishery ser- 
vice will be equally valuable and popular. 


Advocated by Middle Atlantic Fisheries 

The Middle Atlantic Fisheries Association has been agitating 
a market service along like lines for several years. At its 1935 
Convention a resolution was passed to provide for this, and 
copies sent to Washington. 

Finally, last year a $75,000 budget was provided by the 
Bureau of Fisheries to cover important distributing centers. 
In passage this amount was cut to $45,000. 


Information to be Collected 

The Bureau’s plan calls for collecting and disseminating in- 
formation on the following points: 

(1) Arrivals of all fresh and frozen fishery products by vol- 
ume and species, and by all types of carriers, including 
fishing vessels. 

(2) Selling prices in the New York City market by species. 

(3) Shipments of fishery products from important pro- 
ducing areas. 

(4) Prices of fish in important producing areas, insofar as 
they are of interest to the New York market. 

(5) In and out movement and holdings of fishery products 
in cold storage. 

Standard reporting forms covering the above subjects will 
be distributed to all wholesale fish and shellfish dealers in the 
New York market, to be collected daily by a Bureau staff 
member. 

The assembled data, published on mimeographed sheets, will 
be mailed every

species, it is hoped that negotiations may be carried out with 
Canadian officials to provide for this. The fisheries confer- 
ence at Ottawa last year did much in promoting cooperation 
between United States and Canada, and it is expected that they 
will be glad to supply the necessary market information. 


Extension to Other Points 

At the present time A. W. Anderson and F. F. Johnson of 
the Washington Bureau are assisting in getting the new ser- 
vice under way. It is planned to start a similar program in Bos- 
ton in about another month. 

Eventually, if appropriations allow, the market service will 
be established in other distributing points such as Seattle. The 
several offices would then be connected to each other by tele- 
type and information of particular interest to various sections 
would be relayed to be published by each office. 


Broadcast for Fishermen 

It is planned to broadcast the daily reports over certain 
radio stations in order that the fishermen at sea may find 
out what market conditions exist and govern their operations 
accordingly. The reports will probably be forwarded to the 
State Marketing Boards which will broadcast them along with 
their Agricultural product accounts. 

Since the success and future extension of the market service 
depends largely on the results obtained at New York City, 
it is hoped that the fullest cooperation may be obtained from 
members of the industry. Although a considerable amount 
of groundwork has already been done, minor changes may still 
be found necessary before plans reach perfection. The Bureau 
of Fisheries reports that it will be pleased to receive sugges- 
tions or criticisms as the work progresses. 

As New York is an important focal point in the Nation’s 
fresh fish markets, and since it is estimated that Greater New 
York handles one-third of the production of fresh and frozen 
fish of the country, the experience gained in establishing the 
market service here will facilitate making similar set-ups in 
other centers. 

Will Stabilize Industry 

It is believed that the availability of this market informa- 
tion will result in the stabilization of the fish business. While 
not forecasting future conditions, the service will provide im- 
portant facts and reliable information and will be of benefit 
to all—the fisherman, wholesaler, retailer and consumer. 

The fisherman will know what market offers him the best re- 
turn. The wholesale 
dealer will be able 
to buy intelligent- 
ly, knowing what 
fish is already on 
the market and 
what supplies are 
obtainable at vari- 
ous production 
points. The retailer 
will know what 
species are avail- 
able and what 
prospects for fu- 
ture supply may 
be. The consumer 
will buy his fish 
at prices which are 
truly regulated by 
the law of supply 
and demand.

of Sea and Shore Fisheries, whose term expires this

Maine coast. 

A staunch believer in the value of publicity, he has consis- 
tently kept the fisheries in the public eye. He believes the 
people of Maine are beginning to recognize the value of the 
industry and are becoming more interested in assisting in its 
development. 

Change to Line Trawling 

Many of the Portland gill-netters are now line trawling. 
Among those changed over are the Lark, Pinta, Dorothy and 
Ethel, Frances and Nellie I. The gill-netters Pofisco and Maur- 
ice G. Davis are returning from Gloucester to rejoin the Port- 
land fleet. 

New Lobster Boat Design 

A new lobster boat has been designed by William H. Mil- 
lett, Naval Architect, Manager of the Portland Yacht Service, 
Inc., So. Portland, Maine. The dimensions are: l.o.a., 40-0; 
beam, 12-0; draft, 3-10. 

An examination of the plan reveals a pleasing refinement 
of line, apparent sea-going ability and sturdiness of construc- 
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tion. Mr. Millett maintains that with any make of power 
plant the boat will be economical and efficient. 

As can be seen from the construction section, no attempt 
has been made to skimp on scantlings, neither has there been 
any over-abundance of wood put in, but all parts are of am- 
ple size, securely fastened together, and form a very substan- 
tial hull. 

This boat will not be built as a stock proposition unless the 
demand warrants it, but for the present will be built to order. 
Mr. Millett says this is not a cheap boat, neither is it an ex- 
pensive one.

Should they dis- 
cover large quantities of shrimp in the area studied, Commerce 
Department officials said, it is possible a new commercial fish- 
ery might be developed.

Oyster Bars Opened 
Yield Excellent Harvest 
By Edward Bowdoin 


HIS has been one of the best oyster seasons for a number 
of years. Packers, catchers, and shuckers have all made 
more morfey than for several years past. More boats, 

and larger boats have been engaged in the oyster \ industry. 

The famous. Mud Rock natural oyster bar in Upper Tangier 
Sound, which has been closed to dredgers since April 1936, 
was opened on Dec. 10th, by the State Conservation Depart- 
ment, and continues to uphold its reputation as one of the finest 
oyster grounds in any part of the Bay. The reserved 75 acre 
area received a planting of 39,400 bushels of seed stock last 
spring and in the first four days of its opening, nearly 20,000 
bushels were harvested among 47 Somerset dredge boats. The 
oysters are half selects that shuck a gallon to the bushel. 

At the same time as the Mud Rock opened, Evans Shoals, a 
reserved tonging bar of 25 acres in the mouth of the Wicomico 
river, was also opened. It had received a planting of 10,124 
bushels of seed oysters in 1936 and in the first two days of 
opening 102 Somerset tongers had returned the seed planting 
to the shucking houses with prospects of many weeks of profit- 
able work still on the bed. 

170 Bushels in One Day 

One of the most remarkable records for Somerset oystermen 
was made by Messrs. Stephen Mason, Carlie Jones, and Albert 
Mason of Mt. Vernon, who working together in one day loaded 
two tonging canoes with 170 bushels from Evans Shoals. The 
largest catch on Mud Rock was 130 to 140 bushels per day. 

Ocean City Developing Oyster Shipping 

Development of oyster shipping at Ocean City, Md., and 
the prospects that a large portion of the mackerel fleet will 
make their base there this coming Spring has given this sea- 


port a bright outlook for expansion. 


The Ocean City Fish company converted a former tomato 
canning plant on the West shore of the harbor into a shucking 
house from which oysters are now being delivered to Balti- 
more and Philadelphia restaurants within 24 hours after being 
taken from Sinepuxent bay.

It was voted: to have a three-man committee call on Sena- 
tor Lodge and ask his co-operation in bettering conditions; to 
advance a bill in the State House to require lobster fishermen 
to be residents of the State before being issued State licenses;

licensed lobstermen. 

President King pledged himself to work unselfishly for the 
benefit of every lobsterman in the State. He said: “We have 
mapped out a program that will be of great help to everyone 
of us if we can carry it out. The only thing that might be 
able to stop us is lack of members. We must put up a one 
hundred percent front if we are to get help or recognition 
from National or State Legislation. A membership committee 
man will call on every fisherman in the State. There is one in 
your community. He is going to ask for a $1.00 bill; in re- 
turn you will receive a due receipt. If you are not visited by 
one of these men you may send your dollar to J. Russell Har- 
low, Plymouth, Mass.” 

1937 Swordfish Receipts 

Total receipts of swordfish in 1937 at Boston were 28,738 
fish divided as follows: 6,287 from the fleet; 4,283 from 
Nova Scotia; and 13,168 from Japan. In 1936 there were 
landed 19,743 fish—6,472 from the fleet; 5,428 from Nova 
Scotia; and 7,843 from Japan. 

Groundfish and Mackerel Landings 

Boston groundfish arrivals were 311,679,800, with 6,582 ar- 
rivals in 1937, and 313,537,414 with 6,736 arrivals in 1936. 
Total mackerel landings in 1937 were 11,575,500 pounds com- 
pared with 1936 landings of 36,493,200. 

Trawlers Leave for South 

F. J. O’Hara’s trawler Holy Cross sailed late last month 
for Norfolk, Va., to engage in Winter dragging off the Vir- 
ginia capes for the fourth consecutive year. Capt. Leo Fava- 
lora, who made such a good record on the Boston College in 
this fishery during the past few years, will have charge of 
the Holy Cross. The Boston College also left for Norfolk. 

“Arlington” Has Record Year 

One of the highliners of the Boston fleet last year was the 
trawler Arlington, Capt. Chris Christensen, which stocked 
$147,000 for the 6,000,000 Ibs. it landed, netting the crew 
$3,000 each for the year. Owned by Irving Usen, the Arling- 
ton joined the fleet in December, 1936.

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Vineyard 
Reports Past Year 


Showed Decided Improvement

HIS report from Martha’s Vineyard Island is whangled 

out with Christmas hauling abeam and the New Year 

showing its tops’ls on the skyline. It is the time of year 
to cast up accounts and total the receipts and deficits in fun, 
money and marbles. The Wheelhouse Loafer who pilots this 
column offers the suggestion that the local lads have much to 
be thankful for in this neck of ocean as 1937 goes ‘astern. 

With due allowance for what someone has called “the re- 
cession” the past year has been a decided improvement over 
several previous ones. There has been, and still is, luck afloat 
in these latitudes and all hands would have coin in their jeans, 
and continue to have it there if only some of this long-dis- 
tance interference could be eliminated. 

December, taking her full and by, has been the best of its 
kind that this bearing has seen in many a long day. There 
have been plenty of fish in all soundings, from four to forty 
fathoms and for the most part, prices have been good. 


Fish Running Later Than Usual 

The ordinary run of fillets have been plentiful in the ex- 
treme and have run to a good cull mostly. The yellowtails 
and blackbacks, seasonable at this time of year, seem as plenti- 
ful as ever if not more so, and on top of that the Summer 
flukes have forgotten to go South or hibernate, whatever they 
do, and have been taken in fair quantities two months later 
than most folks ever saw them. 


Mackerel Caught All Through December 
The mackerel, never known to linger in these latitudes after 
the Fall weather struck, have hung on and have been mopped 
up by the seiners off Noman’s pretty nearly all through De- 
cember. The oldest cuss alongshore here, with barnacles on 
his hide as big as biscuits, can’t recall when anything like this 
ever happened before. 


Scalloping Fairly Successful 

The peak of the Island scallop season has arrived and gone 
astern with Gay Head and Oak Bluffs probably producing the 
best and biggest bivalves. They brought a price that was no 
more than fair as scallop prices usually run and this was a 
disappointment to many of the gang. However, the situation 
has its compensations. In several previous years, a bunch of 
carpenters, painters and poultry-raisers have taken out shell- 
fish licenses during the scallop season, tempted by the high 
prices brought by bay scallops. But this year, with the price 
lower and some little carpentering going on, the carpenters 
laid off and few beside the regular fishermen tackled the shell- 
fish. The result is a longer season and probably more dollars 
in the bona-fide sea-skimmer’s pocket, even if the price is 
lower. 

Then Came the “Repression” 

Around the latter part of the month when all hands begun 
to get sharpened up for Christmas, something happened. With 
an occasional breeze and plenty of sea running on the scallop 
ground, prices were due for a boost. Then came this “repres- 
sion” thing. The market felt it, both in the demand and price. 
It rather discouraged the sea-skimmers who had expected a 
normal reaction to the rough weather. No one attempts to say 
how long this condition will last. Democrats are long-lived 
as a rule, so it is claimed, but just the same it has caused the 
local sea-skimmers to do some thinking and out of it all has 
developed one realization, that during all the depression, there 
were darned few fishermen who were on relief or who even 
asked for any assistance. 

Barring this little insect in the ointment, things are perking 
right along and doings are the order of the day. Nobody is 
discouraged yet, in fact all hands are pretty cocky as a gen- 
eral thing and rise to salute the rest of this E. Pluribus Unum, 
still a grand country in spite of the New Deal, and to wish 
all hands a Happy New Year in all soundings.

Cold Storage Being Dismantled 


For Building Expansion Program

ISHERMEN Cold Storage, a freezer plant erected in 

Provincetown some thirty years ago, which was acquired 

by Atlantic Coast Fisheries, Inc., about a year ago, is 
being dismantled, while plans are under way for the Atlantic 
Coast Company to start on a building expansion program in 
the Spring. Improvements are being made at the Consolidated 
freezer, also owned by the Atlantic Coast Company, where 
ice-making facilities are being considerably increased. Build- 
ing improvements, the exact nature of which are not disclosed 
at this time, will be made at the company’s Cape Cod Cold 
Storage plant. 


Fish Shipment Figures Released 


An idea of the volume of fresh fish shipments out of here 
in 1937 is given in figures released by the Cape Cod Fisheries, 
Inc., which has handled the bulk of the local hauls. 

Approximately 3,750,000 pounds of mackerel were shipped, 
most of it going to New York and transported by truck .to 
Providence to meet the Boston fish train; 920,000 pounds of 
groundfish; 350,000 pounds of tuna. The past year was an 
exceptional one in the great volume of tuna caught in the 
traps. Most of the tuna went to the Gorton-Pew Company 
at Gloucester. In comparison, the bulk of mackerel received 
at the Cape Cod Fisheries plant in 1936 was salted. Ap- 
proximately 600,000 pounds of fresh mackerel were shipped 
and 1,075,875 pounds of groundfish. 


“Viola” Added to Fleet 


Capt. Manuel Dutra has just added to the fleet his newly 
constructed flounder boat, Viola, and disposed of his John D. 
to Dan Mullins in New Bedford. The John D.’s engine has 
been installed in the Viola, a 60-hp Fairbanks-Morse. The 
Viola is 58 feet long. 


Good Haul of Cod 


One of the best hauls of December was landed by the 
Frances and Marion—42 boxes (150 pounds) for two days 
fishing and mostly cod and markets. All the draggers are 
concentrating on a search for cod and generally they are doing 
well, bringing in ten to fifteen boxes for a day’s fishing.

The Provincetown Fishermen’s Association, still going

The main feature of the Pettit Paint display was the 
background which depicted an actual boatyard scene dur- 
ing the Spring painting season. By an unusual use of lights 
and transparencies, the figures in the picture carried on an 
animated conversation. 

As another feature, destructive marine growth was shown 
actually alive on panels which had been submerged in the 
ocean for the past several months. : 

These panels which had been exposed under the supervision 
of Earl M. DeNoon of the South Florida Test Service, Miami, 
Florida, were expressed to the Motor Boat Show in specially 
constructed boxes packed with wet sea grass to keep the 
growth alive, and were displayed in a large glass tank.

At the Show last year Columbian exhibited for the first 
time a complete stock of Monel Metal propellers. Columbian 
reports that hundreds of boat owners equipped their boats 
with these propellers. In many cases customers specified 
matched units—Columbian Monel propellers fitted to Monel 
shafting. | Columbian has available a large stock of Monel 
rod, so that a complete shaft line can be machined and as- 
sembled in one shop. Monel propellers were again on display 
this year. 

Visible intake water strainers, worm type steerers, rud- 
ders, struts and skags were also on display. Of special in- 
terest was the new Columbian Electric Toilet. This is one 
of the year’s best developments, low in cost and easy to in- 
stall. There are no motors or moving parts in the toilet. 
Best quality bowl and cover, with neat chrome plated elec- 
tric push button are all that is placed in the toilet com- 
partment. The motor and pump unit can be located near 
the engine and out of the way, to operate on the regular 
boat batteries. These units may be obtained for 6, 12, 32 and 
110 volt systems. A number of boats on display at the Show 
were equipped with the new Columbian toilet. 


New Superior Engine 

The National Supply Company introduced a new and larger 
model of its line of high speed Diesel engines. Model “D”, a 
big brother of the Model “A”, 414 x 534’ series, provides a 
Diesel engine of from 1000 to 1350 cu. in. displacement, and 
developing from 170 to over 225 hp. It is built in 6 and 8 
cylinder types with 514” bore and 7” stroke. 

In most details this new engine follows the Model “A” Su- 
perior design. The patented Superior Dual Combustion Sys- 
tem is used. Both 6 and 8 cylinder models are built in true 
rights and lefts for twin screw installations, and can be had 
with reduction gears. 

In addition to this new model, there was a cut-away sample 
of the 110 hp., 6 cylinder Model “A” engine, an 8 cylinder 
Model developing 150 hp., at 1800 rpm., and a 6 cylinder, 100 
hp. work boat engine, complete with heavy reduction gear and 
built-in hauling clutch. 

The line of heavy duty medium speed Superior Diesels was 
represented by a 6 cylinder, 9x 12 model which develops 260 
hp. at 600 rpm. This series of engine is built in four sizes with 
from 3 to 8 cylinders, and ranges from 50 to 810 hp. 

The company also produces a full line of Diesel generator 
sets, ranging from 10 to 565 kw., for lighting, battery charging 
and other power purposes. 

Shown by Cooper-Bessemer 

An eight-cylinder direct-reversing marine Diesel engine, 
known as the Type EN-8, was the central feature of the Coop- 
er-Bessemer Corporation’s exhibit.

Superior direct reversing, 6 cyl., 9 in. x 12 in., 260 hp. at 
600 rpm. 
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The engine is rated from 225 hp. at 500 rpm., to 400 hp. 
at 900 rpm. Bore and stroke are 8’ x 1014’. Aluminum- 
alloy pistons are used for high-speed applications, and Meehan- 
ite iron pistons where speeds are low. 

Both the sixes and eights, in the EN design, are directly re- 
versible. The reversing lever is located at the forward end 
of the engine, together with the speed-control lever. The en- 
gine on display included a starting-air compressor and was 
completely self-contained. 

A few of the recent marine installations of the Type EN 
Diesels include the repowered Diesel-electric yacht Wanderer 
with two EN-8 engines, Tidewater Transportation Company’s 
tug Mary Gail with two engines of the same type, and the 
U. S. Lightship No. 118 with one 8-cylinder EN engine. The 
Emma Marie of Gloucester, and the motorship owned by Com- 
pania Frutera de Baracoa are recent Atlantic Coast installa- 
tions, while on the Pacific Coast numerous fishing vessels have 
been equipped with these engines. 


Palmer Big Huskie , 

The new Palmer engine, the Big Huskie, is an all marine 
Palmer built engine and not a conversion. It is a 4-cylinder 
job with 314 inch bore and a 4 inch stroke that develops 25 
hp. at 1800 rpm. It is an enlargement of the Little Huskie 
(15 hp. at 1500 rpm.). 

The Big Huskie has the same thick walls, the same heavy 
crank shaft and other oversized parts. The new Palmer high 
speed clutch permits the operation of this engine at speeds 
above 1800, and in fact will take care of the power transmis- 
sion to and beyond the limits of safe piston travel. The fly- 
wheel is fully enclosed. The new “Hot Spot” manifold re- 
sults in quicker starting and better fuel consumption in 
operation 

The dimensions of the Big Huskie are about the same as 
those of the Little Huskie. Its weight is very little more. 
It is offered with starter, generator and timer equipment as 
well as with magneto equipment. It is planned to sell for 
no more than the Little Huskie has sold, similarly equipped. 

Palmer also exhibited the balance of their line including 
YT1, the Half Huskie, the Little Huskie, Pal, the PB6, PH6, 
Ford Model B4 cylinder conversion, the ZR2, the PNR3, the 
ZR4, the Storm King 6, the Green Witch 4 and Green Witch 
6. This covers a complete range of engines covering horse- 
powers from 2 to 150 hp. 


Red Wing-Hesselman 

The Red Wing Motor Company exhibition was in direct 
charge of the Verrier, Eddy Co. J. R. Trautner, Pres., was 
in attendance. 

A feature of the exhibit was the 65-75 hp., 6-cylinder Hes- 
selman Fuel Oil engine model. This engine has a bore of 334’ 
and stroke of 41/,/, and operates to 2000 rpm. It weighs only 
1000 pounds. 

Recent developments have made it possible to operate these 
Hesselman’s at engine speeds similar to medium heavy duty 
gasoline types. 

Other Hesselman sizes available are the 4-cylinder 35-40 
hp., 334/’ x 434; 55-60 hp. 414x514”; and 80-90 hp., 
6”’ x 614". 

There are also available 6-cylinder models of 61/,” x 7” 
7’ x7” sizes, developing to 200 hp. 

One of the 6 cylinder “Comet” full Diesel models was shown. 
This engine was in a cut-away design. “Comet” full Diesel

Trawler Catches Increase 


Trawlers reported larger catches as the New Year opened. 
These sturdy craft are arriving in increasing numbers despite 
the difficulty experienced by the advance guard in locating 
fish off the Virginia Capes. 

In fact, the poor hauls gave rise to the thought that per- 
haps the fish had moved further south. But there is a grad- 
ually increasing volume of business in Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Newport News, Hampton and Phoebus, indicative of better 
business. 

Oyster dealers were encouraged at the first of the year by 
the improvement in the size of the oysters. The Christmas 
season served as a spur to out of town orders.

Supervisors Allot $500 for Oyster Repletion 
The Gloucester Board of Supervisors at its regular monthly 
meeting on December 16 appropriated $500 to the Viriginia 
Commission of Fisheries for the repletion of public rocks 
and public clamming grounds in Virginia. Similar action was 


taken by the Mathews supervisors at their November meeting. 
The appropriations of the two counties and others in the Tide- 
water Virginia oyster area, plus an appropriation to be made 
by the commission, will be matched with an equal amount by 
the Federal Government and the money used in the planting 
of shells on depleted rocks in local waters.

Long Island Seeks Establishment 
of Lobster and Fish Hatchery

HE Suffolk County Board of Supervisors passed a reso- 
lution at its meeting on December 27 asking Suffolk’s 
representatives in the State Legislature to seek the estab- 
lishment of a lobster and salt water fish hatchery in the county. 
The motion was introduced by Supervisor Perry B. Duryea, 
of East Hampton and seconded by Supervisor Everett C. Tut- 
hill, of Shelter Island. They said they wanted the State cul- 
ture centers established in the county soon and reported that 
they had the support of the Middle Atlantic Fisheries Associa- 
tion, the Long Island Fishermen’s Protective Association and 
the Marine Fishery Superintendents of Long Island. 
Supervisor Duryea, who is associated with the commercial 
fishing industry, declared that the mere fact that 35,000 sports 
fishermen traveled to Montauk by way of the Long Island 
railroad alone last year showed that there was a definite need 
for the hatchery centers. 


Elsworth Busy at Greenport 

Capt. Charles Wooley, manager of the J. and J. W. Els- 
worth Co., wholesale cultivators of seed, planters and shippers 
of oysters, with plant at Greenport, reports the shellfish busi- 
ness better than last year, with 65 men employed at the plant. 
Three boats—the Admiral, Commodore and Lieutenant are 
bringing in oysters daily from the grounds.

Herring Industry Growing 


Reflecting Much Better Times 
By C. A. Dixon 


INDING up a year of record activity just prior to 

Christmas the big Canadian sardine canning concern 

of Connors Bros., Ltd., of Black’s Harbor, Charlotte 
County, N. B., was busy filling orders from all parts of the 
world and preparing for an early Spring opening as usual. 
It is stated unofficially by fishery officials that the company 
has even exceeded its record pack of last year which was in 
the vicinity of 400,000 cases. Good prices for fish prevailed 
the entire season, and the demand was satisfactorily steady and 
brisk every month since early last Spring. Not only are 
sardines canned but larger herring also are now put up in 
much greater quantities by Connors Bros., Ltd., and other lo- 
cal plants every year. The herring industry is a growing one 
and the healthy condition reflects much better times than ever 
before. 

A marked improvement in production and marketing is 
noted in a survey of the herring phase of the fishing industry 
in New Brunswick waters of the Bay of Fundy for 1937, ac- 
cording to John F. Calder, Campobello, district fisheries su- 
pervisor. It is expected this year like last, will show a big 
improvement over figures of other years. 

An increase of from 40,000 to 50,000 is estimated in the 
sale of 18-pound export boxes of the smoked fish over last 
year by the board. 


Doing a Fine Business 

The new fish canning plant and fish meal plant of H. W. 
Welch, Ltd., of Leonardville, which concern operates a sar- 
dine factory at Fairhaven also, has been doing a fine business 
considering the limited amount of fresh fish available at the 
time of year. Groundfish have been and are being purchased 
steadily from handline and trawl fishermen at Campobello, 
Grand Manan and other points in Charlotte County. 


Smoked Herring Dealers Enjoy Good Prices 

Grand Manan smoked herring dealers have enjoyed good 
prices for their product in 18-pound boxes, the price per box 
having been advanced from 60 cents to 66 cents, which leaves 
a nice margin of profit for the operators of smoked fish stands. 
The 1936 carry-over was cleaned up to the last herring early 
in the Fall when the Federal Government of Canada pur- 
chased the entire holdings at Grand Manan for shipment to 
the drought area in the Canadian West, principally in Sas- 
katchewan. The sale of the fish not only served as a relief 
measure but also as a fine bit of advertising for smoked, dried, 
and salted fish from the Maritimes. Many letters were re- 
ceived from the West in which the recipients of the smoked 
fish and other products expressed delight with the article of 
diet which was new to a great many. Some of the letters told 
of the need of information as to the method of cooking of the 
various kinds of fish and the necessity of instructing house- 
wives as to the manner of preparing the food for consump- 
tion. There is only one fly in the ointment and that is the 
excessive freight rates on fish destined for Western Canadian 
points. It is expected that a campaign will be started to in- 
duce the government to adjust rates on fish so as to permit the 
shipping of the New Brunswick product to Western Canada 
at a profit. 

Clams Bring Record Prices 

Wonderful weather proved a blessing to Southern New 
Brunswick clam diggers and production was stepped up over 
and above that of preceding years to a considerable degree in 
certain localities, due to the attraction given by the dealers 
who offered the highest prices for clams in the shell ever re- 
ceived, it is claimed. At one time clams from first hands 
brought $1.60 a barrel and $1.50 was paid on many occasions. 
Some fish were bought at minor production areas for $1.25 
and $1.35 per barrel, but even so these prices looked good 
compared to the 80 or 90 cents of the past.
